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LIBRARY  CIRCULAR. 


A collection  of  books  for  every  day  use  in  every  school  room  is 
without  doubt  a much  needed  provision  for  the  instruction  of  our 
boys  and  girls.  It  goes  without  saying  that  every  teacher  in  the 
State  of  Illinois  is  a lover  of  books  and  a friend  of  the  library,  and 
just  here  it  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  amplify  upon  the  import- 
ance of  books  and  reading.  We  all  know  how  vastly  important  it  is 
that  our  boys  and  girls  be  taught  to  read  good  books  and  read  them 
intelligently.  It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I notice  an  increasing 
interest  in  the  subject  of  school  libraries,  especially  in  our  rural 
school  districts.  In  many  sections  the  great  difficulty  seems  to  be 
in  knowing  what  books  to  select  for  small  libraries  in  town  and 
country  schools.  The  following  list  that  I submit  is  not  perfect,  but 
I feel  that  it  will,  at  least,  aid  teachers  and  school  boards  who  come 
to  us  for  information  in  this  line.  Many  of  these  books  I have 
amined  personally.  ^ 

One  of  the  main  difficulties  with  which  we  meet  in  library 'work, 
especially  in  district  schools,  is  the  loose  manner  in  which  books  are 
used.  Very  frequently  there  is  no  librarian  appointed,  hence  the 
books  are  in  the  care  of  no  custodian  and,  consequently,  many  of 
them  are  lost,  being  left  at  home,  and  never  find  their  way  back  to 
the  shelves  of  the  library.  Thus  the  library  is  soon  shorn  of  its 
volumes. 


There  is  but  one  way  to  remedy  this  difficulty.  Have  a good 
librarian.  The  teacher  would  seem  the  most  suitable,  being  present 
during  the  whole  of  the  school  year  and  having  of  course  a broader 
_ knowledge  of  what  pupils  should  read.  Each  book  should  be  labeled, 
the  label  being  placed  inside  the  front  cover;  on  this  label  place  the 
;Jrname  and  number  of  the  school  district  and  the  number  of  the  vol- 
' ume. 

^ I would  suggest,  also,  that  the  following,  which  I quote  from  a 
^little  pamphlet  issued  by  the  National  Library  Association,  be  used 
"as  rules  appropriate  for  the  proper  management  of  a district  school 
library : 

p Rule  1.  Only  pupils  or  patrons  of  district  are  entitled  to  the  use 
noi  books. 

Rule  2.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  take  from  the  library  more 
than  one  volume  at  the  same  time. 
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Kule  8.  Books  (except  “Works  of  Reference”)  may  be  retained 
two  weeks,  and,  at  the  discretion  of  the  librarian,  may  be  once  re- 
newed for  the  same  period.  / 

Rule  4.  A fine  of  ....  ( . . ) cents  a day  shall  be  paid  on  each 
book  which  is  not  returned  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding rules,  and  no  other  book  will  be  delivered  to  the  party  in- 
curring any  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

Rule  5.  Any  person  who  shall  lose  a book,  or  injure  it  beyond 
ordinary  usage,  will  replace  or  pay  for  same. 

The  board  of  directors  should  furnish  a suitable  case  for  the  books. 
1 would  suggest  a plain,  strong  case,  provided  with  lock  and  key. 

The  books  suggested  by  the  directors  of  the  Illinois  Pupils’  Read- 
ing Circle  should  be  placed  in  every  school  library.  I find  that 
parents  as  well  as  young  people  delight  in  the  perusal  of  these  books. 

This  department  extends  a hearty  invitation  to  teachers  and  mem- 
bers of  school  boards  to  write  us,  or  visit  us  personally,  when  seek- 
ing suggestions  for  the  formation  of  school  libraries. 

The  library  must  be  clean,  bright,  attractive  and  readable.  “Good 
books  are  powerful  to  arouse  the  aspirations  and  mould  the  charac- 
ter.” Encourage  pupils  as  far  as  possible  to  read  entire  works,  not 
merely  extracts  of  poems  or  prose  selections, 

It  would  be  well,  if  f unds  permit,  to  purchase  good  periodicals  and 
keep  them  on  an  appropriate  reading  table  for  the  use  of  the  pupils. 

It  is  the  testimony  of  educators  in  mxny  of  our  states  that  more 
good  accrues  from  the  district  libraries  throughout  our  country 
schools,  when  we  rate  the  actual  cost,  than  from  any  other  source  of 
expenditure  for  educational  advantage. 

It  may  be  asked,  How  may  we  secure  these  libraries?  . 

First.  Under  the  school  law  the  directors  of  the  district  have  a 
right  to  expend  for  libraries  any  surplus  money  that  is  left  after  all 
other  expenditures  have  been  paid.  Should  there  be  no  such  sur- 
plus we  venture  the  following  suggestions: 

First.  Solicit  suitable  books  from  the  patrons  of  the  district,  thus 
encouraging  them  to  assist  in  this  good  work. 

Second  Give  an  entertainment  now  and  then,  charging  a small 
admission  fee.  This  will  encourage  an  added  interest  in  the  school 
on  the  part  of  the  patrons,  and  prove  a good  source  of  revenue.  Be 
careful,  however,  not  to  expend  too  much  of  the  time  and  energy  of 
the  pupils  in  preparing  for  these  entertainments,  and  yet  they  should 
be  in  good  taste  and  worthy  of  the  object  in  view. 

I I have  noticed  in  my  travels  in  the  State  a method  of  securing 
libraries  which  I might  mention  here:  Each  district  pays  into  a 

\common  fund  five  dollars,  ten  dollars,  fifteen  dollars,  twenty  dollars, 
etc.,  as  it  can  afford  the  means.  The  books  are  purchased  and  kept 
by  the  county  superintendent  at  a certain  place  in  the  district.  Then 
each  district,  according  to  what  it  has  paid  into  the  common  fund, 
five  dollars,  ten  dollars,  etc.,  purchases  from  the  general  librarian  a 
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library  for  its  school.  Having  read  this  collection,  it  may  be  re- 
turned and  another  secured,  rated  at  the  same  price.  Thus  the 
school  of  the  district  may  be  enabled  to  read  hundreds  of  volumes 
for  a very  small  expenditure. 

This  traveling  library  system  has  proved  highly  satisfactory.
